WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (AP).— 
Excess profits tax legislation, car- 
rying special provisions designed to 
speed up expansion of industrial 
defense facilities, was passed 
swiftly by the House today ant 
sent to the Senate. a 
The bill passed on a voice vote. 

Imposing a profits levy of 20 to 
50 per cent ,the legislation also 
would permit defense contractors 
to deduct rfom taxable income over 
a five-year period the entire cost 
of new facilities installed in con- 
nection with defense. 

Another section of the bill would 
suspend, during operation of the 


excess profits tax, 8 and 7 per cent 
limitations on manufacturers’ prof- 
its from warships and military air- 
craft. 

The Defense Commission and mil- 
itary departments urged the plant 
amortization plan and the suspen- 
sion of profit limitations as a 
means of encouraging contractors 
to sign armament contracts quick- 


The profits tax was estimated by 
experts to have a potential yield of 
$300,000,000 in 1940 and $900,000,000 
a year thereafter. 

The legislation was rushed 
through the House in a single day 
under procedure permitting no 
amendments except those approved 
by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. Total debate was limited to 
two hours. 

Under the taxing provisions, all 
corporations would be allowed a 
flat $5000 exemption, This, the 
Ways and Means Committee said, 
would exempt 400,000 corporations 
from the tax. 

Above the exemption, all corpora- 
tions would be permitted to earn 
at least 7 per cent on the first 
$500,000 of their invested capital 
and 5 per cent on the remainder 
of their investments, without pay- 
ing the excess profits levy. 

Corporations with higher aver- 
age earnings during a base period, 
1936-1939, would pay no excess prof- 
its tax on amounts equal to their 
average earnings, but would be 
subjected to an income tax rate in- 
crease, from 20.9 to 25 per cent. 
Excess profit rates would be higher 
for corporations with high earn- 
ings than for those with low earn- 
insg.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Fig- 
ures placed in the Congressional

tracts for engineering and service 
awarded since June, 1939. 
Fees to Robert’s engineering and 


‘architectural firm in Atlanta, Ga., 
are listed as $931,560 under these 
contracts. At least two of the con- 
tracts, including the largest one, 
were let as part of the defense 
program. 

One contract, for aviation facili- 
ties at Corpus Christi, Tex., signed 
July 1, was for $13,028,000, with the 
firm’s fee approximately $450,000. 
On June 15 of this year the navy 
signed a contract with Robert & 
Co. for naval air stations at Miami 
and Jacksonville, Fla., to cost $8,- 
982,000 with an approximate fee of 
$315,000. 

The figures on navy contracts 
were put in the record by Chair- 
man Vinson of the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, who told the 
Post-Dispatch today that he did not 
necessarily imply criticism of any- 
one in so doing.

Disclosure of the Robert con- 
tracts brought an immediate de- 
mand from Senator H. Styles 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
that President Roosevelt call upon 
Robert to resign. 

“It is quite probable that the 
awards to this firm may constitute 
a violation of the Hatch Act,” 
Bridges said, “if indeed other Fed- 
eral statutes have not been vio- 
lated. In any event, the procedure 
by which the Robert firm secured 
the awards smells to heaven on its 
face and certainly should be the 
subject of the most rigorous inves- 
tigation.”

This port is one of the 
surprises Newfoundland has for 
America. Near Hattie’s Camp and 
Cobb’s Camp, it incorporates 800 
acres of a level, high plateau, 
grubbed from the second-growth 
wilderness. The runways are laid 
out on the solid stone of the island 
and support the landing weights 
of even the greatest ships. One 
of the runways is a blind-flying 
runway nearly a mile long, and the 
other three are each 4500 feet long. 
All are hard-surfaced, 1200 feet and 
1600 feet wide, and are lighted with 
the most modern system of field 
lights and beacons. Directional 
equipment is installed for blind- 
flying conditions. Begun in 1935, 
is was one of the quietest pieces 
of construction ever attempted in 
Newfoundland.

On the table-like top of this island, 
Bell Island, are the shafts of iron 
mines that tap the largest deposit 
of iron ore in the British Empire. 
The major portion of this ore for- 
merly was purchased by Germany, 
but today ‘he only outlet is in the 
smelters of Nova Scotia, -* Sydney. 
It seems that the mineral wealth 
of a country would be important to 
the establishment of naval bases. 
In an emergency, Newfoundland 
could furnish many minerals; in 
the past it has been famous for de- 
posits of copper and other ores. 
The true extent of Newfoundland’s 
deposits is not yet known, al- 
though indications point to a 
varied and rich mineral wealth. 

The next bay—Trinity—is even 
greater in extent, with its many 
large harbors and sounds. Within 
Trinity was landed the first cable 
at the village of Heart’s Content 
and for more than three-centuries 
its waters have reflected the sails 
of the world’s shipping.

Like most recent Japanese po- 
litical pronouncements, Prince 
Konoye’'s manifesto is thickly 
studded with abstractions. But the 
meat of the program is this: 

All Japanese political groups, 
public organizations, cultural and 
economic bodies will be co-ordin- 
ated into a single political struc- 
ture for the smooth carrying out 
of the nation’s foreign and domes- 
tic policies. Obviously, the new 
system will centralize the Japanese 
Government’s control over all 
phases of national life and will 
remove the last major elements of 
opposition and obstructionism to 
the nation’s policies. In effect, 
it will lead to a kind of group dic- 
tatorship—although the organizers 
deny this—with the Cabinet hold- 
ling the powers of a superbody. 
As the army is the dominating 
‘power in the Government and 
'Cabinet, Japanese military men 
Ihave good reason to welcome the 
‘new structure as a triumph for 
‘the army which, during the last 
'year, has become increasingly in- 
‘sistent on the unification of the 
‘nation’s political system under the

Nineteenth century democracy, with 
its humanistic illusions about the power 
of the individual to save himself and its 
shibboleths of laissez faire and private 
enterprise, is a decadent thing. It has 
made its contribution, but World War II 
is singing 
awaits only a decent burial. 3 

Hopefully, the world of tomorrow will 
be a world in which men shall have 
learned the necessity and the power of 
living, shall we say en masse! 

In other words, a new and truer férm 
of democracy will be born, in which men 
shall work out their destiny in co-opera- 
tion with, not in spite of, their fellows. 

Now the implications of this are pro- 
found and of great import to our schools. 
Why not make each classroom a prac- 
tical demonstration in co-operative 
democracy? 

It is not enough to impart to students 
a doctrinaire philosophy which expounds 
superficially the glories of Old Glory and 
pure Americanism. 

He must be given a chance to partici- 
pate in the wide range of democratic or 
social problems and to feel the effect the 
solutions have on his own life before he 
can have any true appreciation of the 


genius of America.

A good many Americans think the United States 
shotld intervene in the World War. Is it not possi- 
ble that the full implications of such action have 
not been sufficiently considered and are not fully un- 
‘derstood? To help clear the air, we should like to 


ask some questions. 

| If we intervene, the immediate object, of course, 
is to save the British Isles from invasion and to 
make sure that the British fleet will continue to 
| dominate the Atlantic. To save the British Isles, 
| however, is not to save the British Empire. If Hit- 
ler is stopped at the Channel, he and Mussolini may 
and doubtless will still attack Malta, Gibraltar, Egypt, 
Aden to destroy the British life-line to the Near and 
Far East, and to open India to attack.

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MISSOURI LACKS THE CORNERSTONE. 

A newcomer to St. Louis voiced a damning criti- 
cism of Missouri’s election laws in the letter column 
| yesterday. She said she was horrified when voting 
'in the primary to discover that her ballot was num- 
_bered and the number recorded with her name. She 
| said this awakened her to the fact that Missourians 
do not have a secret ballot. 

Our new resident is right. Missouri does not have 
a secret ballot. The election records are an index 
to the way each voter marks his ballot. Given elec- 
tion officials who will make these records known to 
the inspection of party bosses, unscrupulous employ- 
ers and others who seek to control votes, the voter 
might just as well mark his ballot in the open, an- 
nouncing at the same time how he is voting. 

Under the circumstances, many persons refrain 
from voting, especially in the primary, for fear of 
reprisals. Such absentees from the polls obviously 
are in a different category from those who fail to 
vote simply from lack of interest. 

The cornerstone of democracy is a free ballot— 
this has been said thousands of times. Missouri does 
not have that cornerstone. If the next session of the 
Legislature does nothing else, it should give the 
voters a free ballot.

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ONE OF WAR’S MINOR HORRORS. 

Man has demonstrated long ago that there is 
almost no limit to what he can endure. The instinct 
for survival triumphs over gnawing hunger, ex- 
crutiating pain and maddening terror. 

Maybe this is so because, making a virtue of 
necessity, we so quickly transmute the abnormal 
into the normal. Both the British and the Germans 
seem to regard the war, in some of its phases, not 
so very differently than we regard a baseball game. 

For example, consider the Leipzig Fair, the great 
European merchandise mart being held this year as 
usual. A few days ago, R. A. F. planes dropped 
pamphlets promising a “foreign feature.” Then they 
came back with British bombs. The Germans, for 
their part, entertained visiting buyers with a tele- 
vision show of speedboat attacks on convoys. In 


Perhaps it is what people, subject to air raids, need 
to keep them from brooding despair. But at this 
distance, such an almost flip attitude toward murky 
death seems to be one of the minor horrors of war.

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CONSCRIPTION—HANDLE WITH CARE. 

Peacetime conscription is a revolutionary step in 
this tountry, but we live in revolutionary times. 
When the Senate yesterday passed the Burke-Wads- 
worth bill and sent it to a willing House, it did not 
take this action because of any liking for the trap- 
pings of militarism, but because it considered the 
step necessary for the nation’s safety. 

With Hitler transforming all Europe into a war 
machine and already setting his fifth columnists to 
work in South America, the United States would 
court disaster to go unprepared. 

Military preparedness, if carried on in the proper 
spirit, can be the best guarantee of peace. In Switz- 
erland, where the system has been in effect for cen- 
turies, universal military training has not bred mili- 
tarism in the Prussian sense and does not appear to 
have weakened democracy. To the contrary, Switzer- 
land is one of the truest democracies in the world. 

Yet compulsory military training can be manipu- 
lated for jingoistic or imperialistic ends. We will 
need to be on our guard. There are some shrewd 
observers, including some friends of the administra- 
tion, who fear that the system may be used to ex- 
aggerate the danger of attack and foster an atmos- 
phere favorable to intervention in the European 
war. Conscription is a package which is plainly 
marked, “Handle With Care.” 

Even from the purely military point of view, con- 
scription must be employed with caution. Such an 
authority as Hanson Baldwin, military critic of the 
New York Times, recently warned that the sud- 
den “induction of huge masses of men into the serv- 
ice may actually hamper the development of a small, 
highly train field force, which is our primary prob- 
lem today in so far as land forces are concerned 
in hemisphere defense.” 

The battle of France seems to prove that it is 
not mass armies but relatively small highly expert 
forces with superior equipment that are the crucial 
element in the wars of today. 

The conscription bill has been strengthened by the 
addition of the Russell-Overton amendment author- 
izing the Government to take over and operate plants 
needed for rearmament in cases where the manage- 
ment does not show a co-operative attitude. 

This clause will provide a weapon against any in- 
dustrialist who may be tempted to go on a sit-down 
strike for exorbitant profits. It will help prevent the

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A FIFTH TERM FOR HIRAM JOHNSON. 
The voters of California have paid a remarkable 


tribute to Hiram Johnson—a tribute which might | 


well be‘the envy of anyone in political life. They 
not only nominated him for a fifth term in the Sen- 
ate. They nominated him on three tickets in the face 
of sharp opposition from the President. 

Six years ago Senator Johnson was returned vir- 
tually without opposition. He won the Republican 
primary hands down and Mr. Roosevelt, repaying 
Senator Johnson’s support in 1932, indorsed him in 
the Democratic primary. But much has happened 
Since then. The veteran Senator broke with the 
President on the Supreme Court bill; he has opposed 
other administration measures as he saw fit. In re- 
cent months he has been a vigorous critic of the ad- 
ministration’s war-mongering policies: peacetime 
conscription he has opposed as an unnecessary Vio- 
lation of civil rights. In fact, his course has been 
So unacceptable to the White House that Mr. Roose- 


velt went out of his way at a recent press conference | 


to attack him bitterly. 
The assault made no impression on the people who

Against Artists’ Guild. 


| NEW YORK, Aug. 29 (AP).—The 
‘State Supreme Court today stayed 


.|James C. Petrillo, president of the 


American Federation of Musicians 
(AFL), from executing his threat 
‘to bar from the radio, movies and 
concert halls instrumentalists who 
‘refused to join his union by Labor 
day. 

Justice Ferdinand Pecora made 


jthe stay effective until after a deci- 
‘sion on an application for a tempo- 
rary injunction sought by a group 
of vocal amd instrumental soloists 
headed by Lawrence Tibbett, pres 
ident of the American Guild of Mu- 
‘sical Artists, also an AFL affiliate. 

An order on Petrillo to show 
cause why the injunction should 
not be granted was made returnable 
next Thursday before Justice Car- 
roll G. Walter. 

The dispute is a_ furisdictional 
one, since both unions are mem- 


,|bers of the American Federation of 


Labor. Petrillo contends instru- 
mentalists “rightfully belong” in the 
AFM. He puts teeth into his de 
mand, by saying AFM orchestras 
will not participate in programs on 
which the artists appear. 

Tibbett, Guild president, quoted 
Petrillo as sayvirg recently he saw 
no difference between Heifetz and 
a “fiddler in a tavern,” and that 
the instrumentalists are musicians 
and hence ‘belong to me.” 

“To permit a man of this stamp 
to take control of music and musi- 
cal artists in this country would be 
to place the most cherished fruit 
of our culture in grave danger,” 
Tibbett said.

Who says campfire can’t please? 
If you flavor up the food with a 
few easy tricks, have a good bed 
of embers, and stick to things that 
require about the same length of 
cooking time, you'll hear no com- 
‘plaints, not even from the pet 
fussbudget of the party. 

There is no need to have the 
‘skill of a scout to build an ade- 
quate campfire. But it helps if 
you can clear away a shallow in- 
‘dentation in the ground, and sur- 
‘round it on three sides with stones, 
earth or sand, so that a grille can 
span across the top. Wait until 
the flames have been reduced to 
glowing coals before you try to 
cook anything on it. 

Take along at least one old- 
fashioned, long-handled wire toast- 
er (if you have two, one can be 
used for toasting bread or rolls 
while the other does duty broiling 
cube steaks, frankfurters or ham- 
burger patties). A long- -handled 
fork and a frying pan are also 
important tools of your equipment. 

And here are suggestions for 
things to cook that can be ‘eaten 
from the hand’ in real picnic style 
—no knives, forks or plates are 
necessary.

because her mother and I insist 
upon it.

DIANOSIS: Helen's problem 
proved to be an all too common 
dilemma of children. Her  par- 
ents were fond of moving. She 
had been enrolled in five differ- 
ent grammar schools before she 
finished the eighth grade. She 
entered high school as an almost 
total] stranger, for she had few 
grammar school chums. who moved into high school with her. 
This social aloofness is terrifying to many children. By the 
end of her freshman year in high schoo] she had made two girl 
friends, but her parents decided to move again, so she entered 
a new high school at the opening of her sophomore year, alone, 
friendless and more timid than ever. During the next two years, 
she began to get a little acquainted with a few girls, but her 
parents made another move when she started her senior year. 
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OUR OUTPUT of work, whether in the factory or the 
achool, depends to a certain extent on our happiness. Helen 
had failed in several school subjects not because she wasn't 
intelligent enough to perform the problems required, but be- 
cause she was emotionally disorganized. When human beings 
are in difficult or trying situations, they feel greatly reassured 
to. know that friends and loved ones are standing by their side. 

This holds true not only in times of grave illness and death, 
but also when we make our first speech in public or enter high 
school. It is very pleasant to have one’s pals along when en- 
tering a strange environment. Conversely, we are more terri- 
fied than ever if we must face the dreaded situations alone, 
friendless. If we chance to be somewhat introvertive and shy, 
anyway, we feel the strangeness much more acutely.

MANY CHILDREN in grammar school do poorly because 
they have been jerked out of one school and placed in another 
just when they were learning a critical subject, such as multi- 
plication, and just when they were developing fast friendships 
with some pals. I have been called upon to analyze many such 
youngsters. In fact, to help stabilize our own children, Mrs. 
Crane and I have refrained from moving from our present abode 
simply because we are near a good school where the children 
are acquainted and have their pals. 


When school begins in the fall, I have noticed our boys en 
route to their classrooms. “Hi, George,” or “Hi, Philip” their 
pals will call, and it is interesting to observe the ego inflation and 
reassurance of the boys to know they are among their own gang 
again. Children need emotional security, both in their homes 
as wel) as in their little social groups, or their attention may be 
diverted from their school work till they cannot concentrate 
properly. Fear and timidity cause more scholastic failures than 
many laymen dream of. 


Reduce in Safety 


HE three essential elements in a sane and safe reducing 
T program are: scientific menus, corrective reducing exer- 
cises and normal elimination. If the results of losing weight 
are to be satisfactory, all three phases of the reducing program 
’ + should be carefully planned. Sci- 
entific eating teaches you which 
foods create energy without stor- 
ing fat and at the same time, ap- 
pease your hunger. No longer is 
it necessary to starve yourself to 
slimness. In fact many case his- 
tories revealed that overweights 
had not been eating enough! They 
were eating wrong foods and neg- 
lecting those which provided ener- 
gy and kept the colon clean. Thus 
fat accumulated and their systems 
grew sluggish so they had no de- 
sire whatever to exercise to health 
PATRICIA LINDSAY and slimness. Constipation is the 
arch enemy of beauty and foolish is she who allows such a con- 
dition to become chronic for disastrous ailments result. Proper 
eating and sufficient exercise can correct constipation and even 
ehronic constipation. But a woman must resolve not to let 
anything hamper her corrective program of intelligent eating 
and exercising. 
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AS I HAVE said countless times before in this column, I 
wish there was a new word for exercise. Exercise can be so 
delightful and so easy to take, that it should be divorced from 
its common association with work or task. So specialized are 
the newer slimming movements that a woman should thoroughly 
enjoy her few minutes of home callisthenics. One feels so free 
of tension, energetic and limber after exercising that it is well 
worth the time spent. Then there is always the joyful satis- 
faction of seeing a more beautiful body reflected in the mirror 
which takes a size or two smaller dress than a month ago! How 
can you expect your body to remain youthful and limber if 
half of its muscles are never used? Age is not a matter of 
years, it is a condition of flabby muscles, tired skin and hair, 
and neglected body hygiene. 
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IF YOU HAVE allowed your body to grow overweight you 
must determine to-make it slender the only safe way—by diet- 
ing and exercising correctly. Do not resort to drugs which 
claim the power to reduce quickly.

Add a little of the hot 
milk mixture and stir until abso- 
lutely smooth. Return all of it 
to the double boiler and cook for 
eight minutes over boiling water, 
stirring constantly. Remove from 
heat and cool. Beat egg whites 
until stiff and fold into the first 
mixture. Place in freezing tray. 
When mushy, fold in the stiffly 
beaten evaporated milk. Return 
to freezing compartment until 
firm. Yield: One and one-half 
quarts.

Progress in 
Field of Eye 


Conservation

F let alone by the power poli- 
| ticians and war-mongers, the 
world would move forward. One 
little field in which improvement 
has been so rapid as to have en- 
tirely changed the picture in a 
quarter of a century was called to 
my attention by a worker who has 
devoted his life to its development. 
That is the field of eye conserva- 
tion in industrial occupations. 

He cites the improvements as 
follows: 

First in importance, he says, 
there are far fewer amateur shop 
oculists—the kind who use tooth- 
picks, matches, pocket-knives, files, 
screwdrivers, dirty handkerchiefs 
and other infection-bearing de- 
vices to remove particles from the 
eyes of injured fellow-workers. 
First-aid rooms with doctors or 
nurses in charge have become the 
rule rather than the exception dur- 
ing the pa ‘ quarter-century, and 
the workers have learned the dan- 
ger of inflicting infection in even 
the most trivial eye injury. 

The installation of exhaust sys- 
tems to draw off poisonous gases 
and dusts which are injurious to 
the eyes, ventilation and air-con- 
ditioning are also notable improve- 
ments. 

Industrial lighting has become 
an expert field of applied science. 
This has contributed to sight con- 
servation and to the general health 
of the worker by preventing con- 
ditions that result from eye strain. 

i. ee 

A study was made of the em- 
ployes of two New York City post- 
offices—one modern and well illu- 
minated, the other old and with in- 
adequate lighting. The contrasts 
were often so striking as to strain 
credulity. In the well-lighted office 
12 per ceat of the employes were 
found to have inflammatory or ir- 
ritative -conditions of the eyes or 
eyelids; 21 per cent in the poorly- 
lighted office. In the well-lighted 
office 22 per cent had ocular muscle 
unbalance, in the -1-lighted office 
33 per cent. 


Three times as many employes 
in the poorly lighted postoffice 
suffered from asthenopia—a weak- 
ness or rapid fatigue of the eyes 
often accompanied by headache— 
as in the well-illuminated postof- 
fice. What was true in these two 
offices is undoubtedly applicable to 
all industry, Frank Gilbreth, one 
of the earliest students of fatigue 
in industry, said, “No fatigue is 
more wearing than eye fatigue.” 

Eye infections are greatly re- 
duced by having sanitary wash- 
rooms. The roller towel has long 
ago been legislated out of exist- 
ence. The common towel is even a 
greater carrier of eve infection 
than the common goggles. 
> There are many remaining prob- 
lems in eye conservation in indus- 
try—the most pressing being the 
hazard of the growing use of poi- 
sonous chemicals. But, as I said 
above, the whole picture is 
changed from the callous indiffer- 
ence that was displayed by em- 
ployers to these conditions a scant 
quarter-century ago.

Fine Judgment 
In Playing Ace

T is the height of folly to “hold

Seuth departed from orthodoxy 
by opening with a tno trump rather 
than a spade, because his partner 
was not a strong player and he felt 
that if no trump were to be the 
final contract, he wanted to be the 
declarer. His self-confidence was 
justified in this instance. 

West opened the six of hearts 
and East played the king. De- 
clarer considered carefully whether 
or not to win the trick. Obviously, 
nine tricks could not be won with- 
out clearing the spade suit. The 
crux was, how many heart tricks 
could the defenders run? As a 
guide to the correct decision at the 
first trick (whether or not to play 


the ace) declarer called on the 
Rule of Eleven, as well as a 
little plain common sense. West's 


lead of the six spot announced 
that there were five higher cards 
in the North, East and South 
hands. Declarer’s own A-9 and 
dummy’s eight accounted for three 
of these. East, then, must have 
started with two. He already 
had shown the king. What was 
his other “higher card?” Could 
it be the seven? No, for in that 
case West would have the Q-J-10 
and certainly would have led the 


queen. East, therefore, must have 
as his other higher card either 
the jack or the 10. (With the 


queen, he would have played the 
queen, not the king, on the first 
trick.) 

That fact being established, it 
followed that a holdup of the heart 
ace could only lose, for this reason: 
If West had started with a four 
card heart suit, it was unimport- 
ant whether or not declarer held 
up, since only three heart tricks 
could be run against him, but if 
West had had five hearts, East 
held only two. If the king were 


permitted to win the first lead, 
declarer’s ace would be knocked 
Out on the second lead. and then 


if West held the spade ace he 
would have an entry for the cash- 
ing of his three remaining hearts, 
But if declarer smothered East's 
heart king and then knocked out 
the spade ace, the heart suit could 


not become a real menace. If 
East had the spade ace and con- 
tinued with his remaining heart 


honor, West would be unable to 
overtake without establishing dum- 
my’s eight spot. If West had the 
spade ace the same condition 


would obtain 

All this takes much longer in the 
explaining than declarer required 
for his calculations. He won the 
first trick and knocked out the 
spade ace. As he had foreseen, the 
defenders were blocked in the 
heart suit, and the contract be- 
came a laydown.
